The Status of Claims 

Claims 11-17 are pending. 
Claims 1 1-17 are rejected. 

Claim Objections 

The objection of Claim 8 has been withdrawn due to the modification made in the 
amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The rejection of Claims 4, 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, has been 
withdrawn due to the modification of the claims made in the amendment. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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The rejection of Claims 1-4, 7 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated clearly by Covers et al (EP0075356) has been withdrawn due to the modification of 
the claims made in the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Applicants' argument filed 4/20/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The rejection of Claims 1 1-17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Covers 
et al (EP0075356) in view of Casteliiins et al (EP 0518412).. 

The rejection of claims 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Covers et al (EP0075356) in view of Castelijins et al (EP 0518412) has been maintained 
with reasons of the record on 1/23/07.

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Applicants' Arguments 

Applicants argue the folio wings: 

a. Nothing in the prior art would suggest that HC1 from the first stage was 
employed in the second stage; therefore, the rejection should be withdrawn . 

Applicants 5 arguments have been noted, but the arguments are not 
persuasive. First, regarding the applicants' arguments, the Examiner has noted applicants' 
argument. However, Covers et al expressly discloses the preparation of 2,2- 
dichlorophenylacetic acid esters by reacting 2,2-dichlorophenylacetonitrile with water and an 
alcohol in the presence of hydrogen chloride gas , whereas Castelijins et al does disclose the 
chlorination of phenylacetonitriles for benzyl cyanide using chlorine gas and hydrogen chloride 
gas. Both processes are related as mutually inclusive species in an intermediate-final product 
relationship. Therefore, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan in the art to be 
motivated to apply Castelijins' et al chlorination method to the Covers et al process. This is 
because the skilled artisan in the art would expect such a combination to be successful and 
economical as shown in the prior art. Thus, applicants' argument is not persuasive. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
